by the producer 
are very 
low; 
2. 
The price being paid 
by 
consumer are extremely high. There 
can l»e no real prosperity under such 
conditu ns. 
Is not this the real truth, th at all 
the talk abounding prosperity is coi# 
ign from those distributing the pro 
ducts to the consume»**? 
And is 
not their 
sole idea of 
prosperity 
simply that tl«e business <f distribm 
tion 
be 
working 
godd? 
They 
know the size of the arm y of pro­ 
ducers and that 
a certain am ount 
will be produced for them to distri­ 
bute, regardless of the price. 
Also 
they know the size « f the arm y of 
consumers and the tmount the will 
consume. 
Knowing these two things 
they, the m anufacturers, financiers, 
carriers, wboler-ab rs, 
brokers, 
etc. 
are able to organize and to operate 
their forces so as tc moke good pro­ 
fits for them selves on the distribu­ 
tion. 
When they are able to do thi> 
as they are at this time, they call it 
abounding prosperity. 
It os pros­ 
perity for them only. 
The distributors have entire con­ 
trol of the United States 
Govern 
rnent a t present and thus secure any 
and all such laws, especially 
tariff 
laws, a< are for the advantage of 
distribution. 
They have 
generally 
had such control, 
and so used it. 
every since the Civil W ar. 
They 
have been able to do this, regardless 
of the interests of producers or con- j 
sum ers; 
because their leaders *are 
small in numbers, 
mostly 
live in j 
cities, enabling 
more easily to or- t 
ganize and co-opei-ate, anol tlx Ir wits j 
are 
sharpened in the conte.-t 
for j 
such advantages. 
Also they have 
mory money; for they are able to 
put on their 
profit, 
regardless oi 
w hat the producer receives. 
With 
their money they are able tr get the 
best talent tr assist them. 
The distributing class is necessary. 
There m ust be those to tak“ what 
the producer makes an«l 
'listr»bate 
it to 
those who want it. 
Both 
production 
and consumption would 
be 
helpless 
without 
ris'iibution. 
Distribution ought to prosper. 
But 
xvhen production is not 
prospering, 
and when distribution is prosperong, 
and consumption is paying extrem e- 
i lv high, necessarily 
distribution is 
j getting too much the advantage.
